Ihe Firſi may be called the Previous Region. 
© The Second is © Region of Naters; or the River 
* which they were all to paſs. The Third is what 
« we may call the Gloomy Region ; and what the 
« Ancients called Erebus. The Fourth is Tartarus, 
e or the Region of Torments: And the Fifth, the 
„Region of Foy and Bliſs; or what we Rill call 
; Bf fm ws 

bon Te may be worth while to enquire a little more 
0 particular! into theDiſpofition which Virgil hath 
« made of the Nether World, into theſe five Parts; 
e and what Sort of Perſonages, or Inhabitants, he 
te aſſigns to each of them. 

The firſt Part in it, (which I call the Previous 
% Region, as being only the Suburbs of the Realms 
of Death;) Virgil has ſtock'd with two Sorts of 
6 Beings. Firſt, with thoſe which make the real 
« Miſery of Mankind upon Earth; ſuch as War, 
«« Diſcord, Labour, Grief, Cares, Diſtem pers, and 
2 Old-Age: : And Secondly, with fancied Terrors, 
t and all the moſt frightful Creatures of our own 
Imagination; ſuch as, gain, Harpies, Chi- 
„ meras, and che He: 
=” “The

ce The next is the Water, which all departed Souls 
te were ſuppoſed to paſs, to enter into the other 
* World. This was called Styx; or, the hateful Paſ- 
„ (age. The imaginary Perſonages of this Diviſion 
< are the Souls of the departed, who are either paſ- 


. ... © fing over, or ſuing for a Paſſage; and the Maſter of 
55 * the Veſſel, who carries them over, one freight after 


« another, according to his Will and Pleaſure.” - 
e The Third Diviſion begins immediately with _ 
cc the Bank on the other Side of the River; and was 
© ſuppoſed to extend a great Way in. It is ſubdi- 
te vided again into ſeveral particular Diſtricts, The 
* Firſt ſeems to be the Receptacle for Infants, or the 
« Limbus Infantum, Then is the Limbo for all 
* ſuch as have been put to Death without a Cauſe. 
« Next, is the Place Er thoſe who have put a Period 
« to their own Lives: a melancholy Region ; and 
e ſituated amidſt the Marſhes, made by the over- 
« flowing of the hateful River, or Paſlage into the 
tc other World. After this, are the Fields of Mourn- 
<« ing, full of dark Woods and Groves, and inha- 
ce bited by thoſe who died for Love.—Laſt of all, 
e ſpreads an open Champion Country, allotted forthe 
e Souls of departed Warriors. The N ame of this 
ce whole Diviſion is Erebus,” 
«© The ſeveral Diſtricts of this Diviſion fon tobe 
<« diſpoſed all in a Line, one after the other. But 
« after this, the great Line or Road divides into two: 
* of which, the Right-Hand Road leads to Elyfum, 
« or the Place of the Bleſt ; and the Left Hand 
ce Road to Tartarus, or the Place of the tormented.” : 
« The Fourth general Diviſion of the ſubterrane- 
tc ous World is this Tartarus; or the Place of Tor- 
te ments. There was a City in it, and a Prince to 
* preſide over it. Within this City, was a vaſt deep 


« Pit, in which the ortures were ſuppoſed to be 
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te performed. In this horrid Part, Virgil places two- 
ce Sorts of Souls: Firſt, of ſuch as have ſhewn their 
e Impiety and Rebellion toward the Gods; and 
ce Secondly of ſuch, as have been vile or miſchievous 
* among Men. T hoſe, (as he himſelf fays of the 
« Latter, more particularly, who hated their Bre- 
<« thren ; uſed their Parents ill; or cheated their De- 
8 pendents: Who made no uſe of their Riches ; 
<« who committed Inceſt, or diſturbed the Marriage- 
« Union of others: Thoſe who were rebellious Sub- 
« jects, or knaviſh Servants ; who were Deſpiſers of 
e Juſtice, and betrayers of their Country; and who 
* made and unmade Laws, not for the Good of the 
* Publick, but only to get Money to themſelves. 
«AR theſe, and the Deſpiſers of the Gods, Virgil 
« places in this moſt horrid Diviſion of his ſubterra- 

* neous World; and the vaſt Abyſs, which was the 
6 moſt terrible Part even of that Diviſion.” 
The Fifth Diviſion is that of Elyſium, or the 
ce Place of the Bleſt. Here Virgil places thoſe who 
died for their Country; thoſe of pure Lives; tru- 
ly inſpired Poets; the inventors of Arts; and all 
<« who have done good to Mankind. He does not 
e ſpeak of any particular Diſtricts for theſe ; but 
t {ſuppoſes that they have the Liberty of going where 
ce they pleaſe in that delightful Region, and converſ- 
ing with whom they pleaſe. 

« He only mentions one Vale toward the End of 
ce it, as appropriated to any particular Uſe. This is 
« the Vale of Lethe, orForgetfulneſs; where many of 
the Antient Philoſophers, and the Platoniſts in par- 

« ticular, ſuppoſed the Souls which had paſſed thro' 
« ſome Periods of their Trial, were immerſed in the 
* River which gives its Name to it; in order to be 
<< put into new Bodies, and to Gill up the whole 
* Courſe of their Probation in our Upper World.”

In the Midſt, an Elm, large and ſhady, extends 
its aged Arms, beneath every Leaf of which the 
Rumour of the Vulgar has placed imaginary Dreams. 
Beyond theſe are Centaurs, and two-ſhap'd Scyllas, 
Hundred-fold Briareus, Hydra with its horrid Hiſs, 
Chimera arm'd with Flames, Gorgons, Harpies, and 
the Form of Geryon, the Three-bodied Shade.

very Filth inſpiring Horror; his Beard large, hoary, 
and matted” about his Chin; his Eyes glaring; 
and his miſerable Mantle hanging from his Shoul- 
ders in a Knot. His Boat he manages with a Kind 
of Pole; his Sable Boat, the only Conveyance for 
che Shades below. 

On this hither-Bank of Acberon there ruſh'd a 
Crowd of Ghoſts: Men and Matrons. They 
ſtood in the Attitude of Petitioners, imploring the 
firſt Paſſage, and ſtretched forth their Hands, 
longing for the farther Shore. Among theſe was 
Palinurus, Æneas's former Pilot. At the Sight 


of him the Sybil thus expreſt herſelf: © Whence 


« Palinurus comes this reſtleſs Longing ?

« Shore? Ah! ceaſe this fruitleſs Defire.” 

Juſt then they were diſcern'd by Charon from 
his Station, who thus addreſt Aneas, © Whoſo-

« Armour, keep aloof and gran the Reaſons of 
«© thy Approach.” 

The $4 Sybil re ply'd in brief, „ If thy callous 
« Heart is not mov'd at this Inſtance of filial 
“ Piety; yet view this Dough, and own my 
“ Paſſport!“ 

He ſaw and wonder d turns * Skift—haſtens 
to the Bank, and tranſports the Hero and the Pro- 
pheteſs afe over the Stream to the farther Shore. 

Theſe are the Realms of Cerberus : and every 
Part of them echoes with his horrid Howl. He 
is a Monſter with a triple Throat, vaſt in Size, and 
kennels in a Cave oppolite to the River.

| ſleeping Poppies. The hungry Monſter unfolds 
his triple Jaws, ſnatches eagerly the Prey, and 


ſtretches his vaſt length» upon the Ground, diſ- 


ſolved in Sleep. 

This was an Opportunity not to be miſs'd : 
They inſtantly ſeize it, and paſs the horrid Cave. 
Immediately. they heard a confus'd Sound of 
Voices, and law the little Ghoſts of Infants 
weeping. 

Near theſe were ſituated the Shades of thoſe 
who. had been unjuſtly put to Death. But it- 
is not to be imagin'd that theſe Regions were 
without their proper Inquiſitor and Judge: Minos 
himſelf turns the Urn, and ptonounces the fi- 


nal Sentence. Beyond him are plac'd the Ghoſts 


of thoſe who, weary of this World, have wilfully 
thrown away their Lives. At a ſmall Diſtance

Plains, the Habitation of celebrated Warriors, Glau- 
cus, Madon, Therſfilochus, and Idæus, even now arm'd, 
and in his Chariot: All of them Trojans that had 
fallen in Battle, and been much lamented inthe Up- 
per Regions. At the Sight of theſe Æneas ſigh' dl 
But at the Sight of him, alive and glittering in 


Armour, the Chiefs of Greece ſhudder'd with 


exceſſive Fear. Some renew'd their wonted 
Flight, and ſome rais'd a feeble Scream; too feeble 
to ſurvive in Air. After theſe, he ſees a Son 
of Priam, covered with Wounds! His whole 
Face disfigur'd ; his Hands maim'd, and his Ears 
but ſo alter d, he 
ſcarce knew him. As he trembled, and endea- 
vour'd to conceal his Wounds, Æneas ad- 
dreſs'd him in a well-known Voice: Deiphobus 
anſwer'd all his Queſtions, and in this friend- 


ly Converſation they would have conſum'd 


their whole ſtint of Time, had not the $S;by/ 
thus briefly interrupted them. e /Eneas, Night 
*© COMES on apace, and we only waſte our Time 


in weeping.” 


Our Road here divides itſelf into a double Track;

Front, where our Commiſſion enjoins us to depoſit 
the ſacred Branch. She ſpoke and they went 
together thro' a ſhady Path, till they arriv'd at the 
Entrance of the Palace. AEneas ſteps into it and 
depofits the golden Paſſport. After this, they 


Journey'd on to a very different Region; a Scene 


entirely joyous ! interſpers'd with Woods of Bliſs, 
and Groves of Pleaſure. The Light and the Æther 
here are of a more beautiful and diffuſive Nature, 
For theſe happy Manſions enjoy their own peculi- 
ar Sun, attended by his proper Planets. The Shades 


that inhabit them are engag'd in different Amuſe- 


ments: Some leading up the Dance, and ſinging in 


Heroic Verſe: Here Orpheus habited in a long Robe, 
&« In ſeven Diviſions ſtrikes the ſounding Lyre.” 


Near theſe are a Race of Heroes, Trojan- born: 
Aſſaracus, and Dardanus the Founder of Ilium. 
They ſtand at ſome Diſtance admiring their

Others are extended on the Ground 
with all the Signs of Mirth, feaſting and fing- 


ing Pæans in a Grove of ſweet ſmelling Bay-Trees; 


from whence the River Eridanus deſcends and 


rolls its plenteous Stream. 

Here are plac'd a Groupe of Shades, Patriots, 
that ſuffer'd in the Service of their Country ; ; 
Prieſts, that led a Life of Chaſtity—Artiſts, that 
benefited the World by their Inventions, and thoſe 
whoſe Actions have endear'd them to the Me- 
mory of Mankind : All theſe have their Tem- 
ples crown'd with a Snow-white Chaplet. 

As they ſtood ſurrounding Muſeus, the Prince 
of Poets, and of a Size far more elevited than the 
reſt ; the Sibyl thus addreſs'd them, Tell us, oh! 
« ye happy Shades, and chiefly you Muſeeus, in 
hat Place or Region we may find Anchiſes.
